VIENNA — Budapest,  will  make  an 
artificial  hill  on  Freedom  square  with 
a mast  at  the  hill  top  above  which 
the  Hungarian  national  flag  is  to  be 
kept  flying  permanently.  To  build  the 
hill,  earth  will  be  taken  from  the 
mounds  of  national  heroes'  graves  and 
from  historical  places.  Each  commun- 
ity is  asked  to  send  one  pound  of 
earth  so  that  all  the  country  will  par- 
ticipate in  making  the  national  hill. 

KANSAS  CITY— A large  portrait 
of  President  Coolidge  will  be  the  only 
picture  used  in  decorating  the  con- 
vention hall  for  the  Republican  na- 
tional convention. 

Mrs.  Alvin  T.  Hart,  national  com- 
mittee woman  for  Kentucky,  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  decorations  for  the 
convention,  and  Mrs.  Grace  Semple 
Burlingham,'’  national  committee  wo- 
man for  Missouri,  will  go  to  Wash- 
ington to  select  a picture  of  the  presi- 
dent. 

The  picture  will  be  placed  behin4 
the  speakers’  stand.

OUTLINE  MADE 
FOR  NEXT  YEAR 


More  Than  Sixty  Faculty 
Members  are  Engaged  for 
Annual  Summer  Session 

Additional  Courses  Added 
To  Curriculum;  Faculty 
Members  Will  Return 

More  than  one  hundred  twenty-five 
courses,  under  the  direction  of  more 
than  sixty  faculty  members,  will  be  of- 
fered during  the  summer  quarter  at 
Brigham  Young  University.  An- 
nouncement of  courses  have  been  sent 
out  to  high  school  and  grade  school 
teachers,  and  other  prospective  stu- 
dents throughout  the  intennountain 
region. 

Practically  all  of  the  faculty  mem- 
bers of  the  institution,  as  well  as  visit- 
ing faculty  members  from  the  ealt  and 
from  this  arid  surrounding  states,  are 
listed  among  the  teaching  force.  L. 
John  Nuttall,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  college? 
of  education,  who  has  been  studying 
at  Columbia  university,  and  Herald  R. 
Clark,  who  has  been  studying  at  Ohio 
State  university,  will  return  in  time 
to  conduct  classes  during-  the  summer 
session. 

Among  the  visiting  instructors  are 
Dr.  David  Snedden,  Columbia  univer- 
sity; Dr.  Howard  T.  Lewis,  professor 
of  marketing  and  business  administra- 
tion of  Harvard  university;  George 
Romney,  president  of  Ricks  college; 
Joseph  K.  Nichols,  president  of  Dixie 
college;  Guy  C.  Wilson,  director  of 
L.  D.  S.  teacher  training;  A.  O.  Gqr- 
rett,  botanist  of  E^st  high  school. 
Salt  Lake  City  and  noted  authority  on 
western  flora;  Roy  A.  Welker,  prin- 
cipal of  the  Bear  Lake  seminary  and 
president  of  Bear  Lake  stake;  and 
Heber  C.  Snell,  professor  of  psychol 
og^  and  education  at  Snow  college. 

“We  are  featuring  our  own  faculty,’' 
said  Dean  C.  Y.  Cannon  in  discussing 
the  summer  session.  “We  are  bring- 
ing in  a few  educators,  but  we  arc 
depending  chiefly  upon  our  own  stafi 
for  the  reason  that  they  are  all  fiighl> 
trained  in  their  special  fields  and  un- 
derstand the  needs  of  Utah  student;^ 
and  teachers  better  than,  outside  edu 
cators  possibly  can  do.” 

“We  are  offering  work  in  more 
than  125  courses  in  ord'er  that  students 
of  all  scholastic  rank  above  the  high 
school  may  find  work  with  us  that 
will  advance  them  toward  their  educa- 
tional goals.  In  fact,  we  are  conduct- 
ing two  demonstration  schools,  partly 
for  the  teachers  who  will  be  interested 
in  them,  and  partly  to  enable  grade 
and  high  school  students  to  study  dur- 
ing the  summer  if  they  care  to  do  so.’ 

Among  the  features  of  the  summei 
quarter  wiH  be  the  lectures  given  three 
times  each  week  in  College  hall. 
These  will  be  given  by  educators  of 
the  state  as  well  as  by  visiting  in- 
structors. To  these  lectures  the  pub- 
lic is  invited. 

Director  E.  L.  Roberts  will  have 
charge  of  the  recreational  activities 
during  the  first  term  and  Coach  C.  J. 
Hart  is  listed  for  the  second  term. 

The  complete  summer  school  cata- 
logue will  come  from  the  press  and  be 
ready  for  distribution  within  the  next 
two  weeks.  Dean  Cannon  says.

The 
promotion  of  this  big  track  and  field 
event  will  be  stressed  as  a model  in 
Director  Roberts’  speech.

Colo.,  April  10— The 
formal  inauguration  of  Dr.  Richard 
Aspinall  as  president  of  Western

ed by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Governor  Wm.  H.  Adams,  members 
of  the  state  board  of  normal  trustees, 
presidents  of  all  the  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  state,  and  many  other 
prominent  men  of  Colorado,  as  well 
as  noted  educators  from  other  states, 
will  be  invited  to  be  present  for  the 
inaugural  exercises.  Citizens  from  all 
parts  of  the  state  are  expected  to  drive 


to  Gunnison  to  witness  the  ceremon- 
ies. 

Western  State  College  is  the  only 
institution  of  higher  learning  in  thi 
western  half  of  Colorado  that  offers 
a full  four-year  course  of  instruction. 
Because  of  'the  need  for  such  an  in- 
stitution in  the  vast  territory  which 
it  serves,  the  college  has  experienced 
a remarkable  growth  since  its  found 
ing  in  1911.
